“the highest form of 
democracy” and that ‘‘for 
the first time in history 
the people became the 
owners of the country, 
the factories, the plants, 
the railways, and the land 
with all its fruit became 
the property of the 
workers.” 


It would be foollsh to under-- 
estimate certala achievements of 
the Sevict Communist dictatar- 
ship; the Industrialisation of the 
country; the rapid increase of 
Nteracy, and the building up of 
the largest armod forees in the 
world. But, unless -he were a 
Party agitator, a Soviet worker
